The feaderrs of this newspaper will recall that I forecast 
a similar disaster as long as three years ago, unless the state 
headed off the highway department raiders who picked up 
road funds and used them for other purposes.

It is given out in the publicity surrounding the special 
session that the emergency is the result of insufficient rev- 
enues. I don't believe that. And I don't think the people do, 
either*No matter what the tax on gasoline, Arkansas wouldn't 
have enough road money tb pay her road debts so long as 
from a quarter to a third of her road revenue is drawn off 
by the county judges, the penitentiary farm, and various 
other branches of state and local government. But the great- 
est of these evils, is the county judge organization which has 
bled the highway fund for between 2 and 3 million dollars a 
year ever since the creation of the Martineau road program. 


My readers will recall that operating on a cash basis, 


without anticipating one dime for future road construction, 
But 


some 
the Harrelson road law levied a 3-cent tax on gasoline, 
modern roads can't be built on a cash basis. I know 
folks disagree with me on that—but they're wrong.. 


A state can't build concrete highways at $30,000 a mile 


out of current revenues any more than a $3,000-a-year man 
can build a $3,000 house and pay cash for it. Both the state 
and the individual have to hypothecate part cf their cur rent 
income for a fixed number of years in order to complete 
undertaking.

That was why the Martineau road law, adopted in 1927,;

By the time the 1981 session came around, even in a 


county like Hempstead with road revenues alone of $45,000, 
the judge complained /that he couldn't pay himself this new 
high salary, 
The County Judges association, therefore, met in secret 
session at Little Rock just ahead of the regular session of 
1981 and voted to bull-dpze the legislature into increasing 
,the gasoline tax front 6 to-6 cents, and give the extra cent 
back to the county judges. 


, This the legislature did. Hempstead county's road rev- 


enues jumped another $17,000 a year, Judge L. F. Higgason 
cut the wages of his road men, was able to pay himself his 
new high salary of $3,000—and everything was lovely. 


Everything was lovely—until the central government 


which had been bled white by these treasury raiders, col- 
lapsed under a mountain of indebtedness for which there 
was once provided adequate funds to pay it down 


I say to you there is no use raising hell with the state 


government as long as this condition existe at home—and it 
is with a sense of eternal justice that I have directed the fire 
of this newspaper more often at a rotten local condition I 
knew about than at a distant scene whose rottenness I could 
only guess.
